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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

- In claim 1 , step (d): remove the word "categorized" within "categorizing a 
second categorized annotation" 

- In claim 1, step (f): remove the phrase "where the anchor types, comment types 
and connector types are selected from a predetermined set of anchor types, comment 
types and connector types" prior "wherein the anchor type intersects a word ....connects 
two anchors" 

- cancel claim 61 
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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: making 
freeform annotations such as anchor or comment is disclosed in Marshall and in the art 
of record. However, supporting freeform annotations with annotations categorized in a 
different way in the ordered steps as claimed are not disclosed in the prior art of record.
